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You have read in '.he papers the notice signed by P. F. Miller. 


on behalf of the City Council, that beginning today all your prop- 


^ortics were co be cxsirined. to see whether any of your roof water 
"enters your sanitary : swers. Mr. Miller declared it unlawful for 


roof water to do so. I am sending this to the New Castle News to 
give you a little information on this subject. 


First, there is a City Ordinance nearly as old as the 
City 


Sewer System prohibiting rain water from entering the sewer. 


Next, there is a Str.ti: Plumbing and House Drainage Act, passed 


in 1909 applying to Third Class Cities, "having a sewer and water 
system," and amendment in 1913, striking out the words, "having 
a sewer and water system." This act ends with the usual—Any 
act, or parts of act? inconsistant with this act are hereby re- 
pealed. This was t,h(.- law of Pennsylvania 
until October. 1927, 


when the Supreme Court in the case of Withers vs. New Castle, 
declared that, "Owinp. to the facts that the City of New Castle has 
a sewer system different in construction from other cities of the 
Commonwealh. some of the provisions of the act cannot be ap- 
piied in plaintiff city. 


Trie following quotations are from some of the sections of the 


act. and are the principle provisions refered to as not being ap- 
plicable on account of our sewer system, being alleged different 
from other cities. 


Section G. "It shall be the duty of every person constructing 


or owning any drair.. sollpipe. passage or connection, between a 
sewer and any groun:!. building, erection or place of business, and 
In like manner the duty of the owners of all grounds, -building, 
erections, and all parties interested there-in or thereat, to cause 
and require that such drain, soilpipc passage or connections, shall 
be adequate for its purpose, nnd shall at all times allow to pass 
freely all materials th^t enters or should enter the same." 


.From Section 8. "The size of the main house drain shall be 


determined by the total area of the buildings and paved surfaces 
to be drained, according to the following table, if iron pipe is used. 
If the pipe is terra cotta. the diameter "shall be one size larger for 
the same amount o{ area drainage. 


Section 20. All buildings shall be kept provided with proper 


metallic leaders for conducting water from the roofs in such man- 
ner as shall protect the walls and foundations of said building 
from injury. In no case shall the water from said leaders be al- 
lowed to flow upon tho sidewalk, but the same shall be conducted 
by a pipe or pipes to the sewer. If there be no sewer in the street 
upon which such building fronts, then the water from said lead- 
ers shall be cpnductccl, by proper pipe or pipes below the surface 
of the sidewalk, to tho street gutter. 


Section 21. Inside leaders must be constructed of cast-iron, 


wrought-iron, or steel, with roof connections made gas and water- 
tight by means of heavy copper-drawn tubing slipped into the 
pipe. The tubing must extend at least seven (7) inches into iron 
leader pipe. Outside leaders may be sheet metal, but they must 
connect with house train by means of a cast-iron pipe extending 
vertically five (5) feet above grade level, where the building is 
located along public driveways or sidewalks. 
Where the build- 


Ing is located off bui.ding line, and not liable to be damaged, the 


' connection shall be ~nade with iron pipe extending at least one 


foot above grade level. 


Section 22. All leaders must be trapped with cast-iron run- 


ning traps, so placed as to prevent freezing. 


The City of New Castle at no time ever tried to comply with 


those provisions of the Act, In fact the City for many years after 
the Act was passed ignored the entire law, and when the City did 
put it into effect the Plumbing Inspector violated his oath of of- 
fice by not requiring compliance to all the sections. 


Being of the'Hoover persuasion that no one has a right to 


choose which law he shall obey and which to ignore, I question the 
City's right to do so. 


I am a Plumber, and in 1917, wishing to install plumbing in a 


building on South Mil] street for my wife, on account of the fact 
that the sewer on the street was of insufficient size to permit me 
to install this plumbing according to law, I installed the plumb- 
ins in a good substantial sanitary manner; being for myself you 
may be assured the Job was O. K. After the job was completed I 
was charged with violating the law in six separate items, principle 
of which was for not using the material required by the act. There 
was no charge of NOT complying whh Sections G. 8, 20, 21. 22, al- 
though neither of Uv-se were complied with. 


The case was tried in v;hat is known as the Lawrence County 


Court of Equity, "A One Man Court." The City had three wit- 
nesses who admitted -hey had never been in the building,1 but had 
seen it as they had p:\ssed by. 


In answer to my plea, that on account of the cities failure to 


furnish me the sewer required, it was impossible for me to comply 
with the act, The Lawrence county Court declared in its opinion 
that.—"When the Plumbing Act of June 7, 1901, P. L. 493, was orig- 
inally passed, all the cities in the state had what we call the 
"DEWEL SEWER," tliut is, the sewer was for surface waters, rain 
waters, storm water and also for sewage, possibly the only excep- 


tion was the system in the City of New Castle, which was the 
"Wearing System" and was confined entirely to sanitary pur- 
poses in which no storm or surface waters were permitted to flow; 
therefore when Section 20, of the original act provided that the 
rain waters shall be conducted into a sewer in the street, and if 
there be no such sewer, then into the gutter, it. is obvious that in 
the CSiy of New Castle there was no such sewer as contemplated 
by the Act, no storm or surface waters, and therefore, the wateri 
should go into the gutter. 


I tool; the case to the Supreme Court, and it affirmed the 


Lower Court by declaring,—"Owing to the fact that the City of 
New Castle has a. sewage system different in construction from 
other cities oi the Commonwealth, some of 'the provisions of the 
act cannot be applied in plaintiff city; that however docs not 
imply that those provisions of .the law which fit its situation are 
nugatory." 


I visited and made personal inquiries in all the Thirty-eight 


Third Class Cities in Pennsylvania regarding there sewer systems; 
and the following data is the result of inquiries regardine every- 
day practice in the different cities—with particular reference to 
roof water disposal, installation of house traps and fresh air inlets. 


ALLENTOWN 


They have a plumbing Inspector and follow the Code, except 


that they have storm sewers on a few streets and run roof water 
to them, while on other streets they run the roof water to the 
curb, They use nouse traps and fresh air inlets, These use med- 
ium (9-1'b.) soil pipe. 


ALTOONA 


They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the Code, except 


that they run roof water to the curb. They have storm and sani- 
tary sewers, They use house traps and fresh air inlets. Altoona 
formerly ran roof water to sewer, 


BETHLEHEM 


. They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the Code, except 


that they run the roof water to the curb, where it goes wherever 
it can. They are building storm sewers. They use house traps 
and Iresii air inlets. 


BRADFORD 


They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the Code, except 


that they run the roof water to the Curb. There are no house 
traps or fresh air inlets used. Bradford formerly ran roof water 
to sewer. 


BUTLER 


They have no Plumbing Inspector, and follow no code." 


CARBONDALE 


They have, no Plumbing Inspector, and no code, but plumbers 


are required to take out a license. The roof water goes where It 
will. No house traps or fresh air inlets used. 


CHESTER 


Chester has a Plumbing Inspector, and it has a code of its 


own, which is different and independent ol the State code. It 
does not recognize Section Three (3) of the State Code. It is a 
better code than the State Code. 


COATESVILLE 


They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the code, except 


that they have storm sewers on a few streets and run roof water 
to them. On all other streets roof water goes to gutter. They 
use house traps and fresh air inlets. 


CLAIRT,ON 


Clairton has no Plumbing; Inspector, and no code. Every 


plumber for himself.' 


CONNELLSVILLE 


They have no Plumbing Inspector or code. They run the 


roof water to the curb. 


CORRy 


They have no Plumbing Inspector and no code. They run the 


roof wster to the 'sanitary sewer.. They use no house traps or 
fresh air inlets. 


DUBOIS 


They have no Plumbing Inspector and no code. Grand free 


for all. They run roof water to sanitary sewer, storm sewer or 
curb, No house traps or Iresh air inlets used. 


DUQUESNE 


They have .a Plumbing Inspector and follow the code, except 


that the roof water is run wherever the Plumbing Inspectors, says, 
to sewer or to curb. They follow the code fairly well. 


•There are many cities in the state in the same class as But- 


ler. They have no. Inspector or Code, which means there are no 
rules governing Plumbing Installation. Also that terra, cotta and 
standard .soil pipe are used, while fresh air inlets and house traps 
are omitted. It Is up . to the Plumbers and Architects how good 
the jobs are. 


EASTON 


Easton has a Plumbing Inspector and 'follow the code, except 


that they use medium soil pipe. The city authorities are trying 
to have the plumbers run roof water to curb instead of to the sani- 
tary sewer. 'Some of the plumbers are doing this, while others 
arc challenging the city's rights on this requirement. The show- 
down has not arrived. They do not use house traps or fresh air 
inlets. 


ERIE 


They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the code, except 


they have storm and sanitary sewers. They run roof water to 
storm sewer. Wherever there are no storm sewers they run roof 
water wherever they can, but not to sanitary sewer. House traps 
and fresh air inlets are used. 


FRANKLIN 


'They have a Plumbing Inspector, and follow the code, except 


that they do not use any house traps or fresh air inlets. They run 
their seivage and roof water to one sewer. 


HARRISBURG 


They have a Plumbing Inspector, and follow the code, except 


no house traps or fresh air inlets are used. They build sanitary 
and storm sewers parallel, 


HAZELTON 


They have a Plumbing Inspector. It is a mix-up, for until 


two years ago they had only a building inspector, and no code. 
Now they follow the code in most respects. They are building 
sanitary and storm sewers parallel. 


JOHNSTOWN, 


They have a Plumbing Inspector, and follow the code, except 


that they do not use house traps or fresh air inlets. 


LANCASTER 


They have a Plumbing Inspector. They have storm and sani- 


tary sewers. In most cases the roof water goes to storm sewer. 
Where there are no storm sewers the roof water goes to sanitary 
Bewer. House traps and fresh air inlets are used "sometimes". 


LEBANON 


They have Plumbing Inspector. They run roof water to gut- 


ters. Use medium (9-rb.) soil pipe. Use house traps and fresh 
air inlets. 


LOCK HAVEX 


They have no Plumbing Inspector and no code. They have 


storm and sanitary sewers, and run roof water to either, or to 
wherever you want to. 


McKEESPORT 


They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the code fairly 


weD. 
The city authorities decide where you shall run your rool 


water, to sewer or to curb. They do not use house traps or fresh 
air inlets. 


MEADVILLE 


They have Plumbing Inspector. Roof water runs to curb. 


They use no house traps or fresh air inlets. City authorities have 
issued to the plumbers what purports to be the Act of Assembly, 
but Sections 19, 20, 21, 22 and 23 are left out. 


MOXESSEN 


They have no Plumbing Inspector and no code. 


MONONGAHELA CITY 


Monongahela has no Plumbing Inspector and no code. They 


run roof water to sanitary sewer or to curb. 


OIL CITY 


They have a Plumbing Inspector. Certain sections of the 


north side; of city run roof water into sanitary sewer. On south 
side of the city, one side of the streets run roof waior to sanitary 
sewer and the other side of street run their roof water to curb. 
No house traps or fresh air inlets used. 


FITTSTOX 


Pittston has a Plumbing Inspector. 
It is the only Third Class 


City tha: installs plumbing house drainage and cesspools in ac- 
cordance with Section 3 of the Code without exceptions. 


POTTSVILLE 


No Plumbing Inspector. No code. 


READING . 


They have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the code, except 


have storm and sanitary sewers. They run roof water to storm 
sewer. Wherever there is no storm sewer they run roof water 
wherever they can, but not to sanitary sewer." They use house 
traps and fresh air Inlets. 


SHARON 


Sharon has a plumbing- Inspector. Sharon is the bravest or 


boldest of all the Third Class Cities of Pennsylvania.. In 1920. 
three months prior to appointing a Plumbing Inspector and adopt- 
ing the code, their City Council passed an ordinance prohibiting 
running roof water into the sewer. 


SUNBTjRY 


They have no Plumbing Inspector and no code. They run the 


roof water to the sewer or curb, or wherever they want to. 


TITUSVJLLE 


They have no Plumbing Inspector or code. They run roof 


waU:r to sewer. 


UNJONTOWN 


They have no Plumbing Inspector or code. They run their 


roof water to curb. 


WASHINGTON' 


Washington has a Plumbing Inspector and follows the code, 


except that they run the roof water to the curb. 


WILKES-BARRE 


They have a Plumbing Inspector, and have both storm arid 


sanitary sewers. They run the roof water to the storm sewer. 
Where there are no storm sewers on the. street they run the water 
wherever they can, but not to the sanitary' sewer. Otherwise they 
follow the code fairly well. 


WILLIAMSFORT 


Have a Plumbing Inspector and follow the code, except I ha.:, 


they run roof water to curb. They are now building storm sewers. 


YORK 


York has a Plumbing Inspector and follows the code, except— 


have storm and sanitary sewers. Run roof water to storm sewer. 
Similar to Reading afid Erie. 


From this data you can see that the Lawrence County Cour'.r 


"dewcl sewer" is a pure fabrication. Not only that, but B.S you see 
for yourselves, the court misquoted the law when it said. "There- 
fore when Section 20 of the original act provided that the rain 
waters shall be conducted into 'A' sewer lr. the street, and if there 
be no such sewer, etc." Read Section ZO again. You wll! see tha-. 
the act says—to Che sewer, not to "A" sewer, and again the ac; 
says, if there be no sewer on the .street; It does not say. no such 
sev/er on the street. Any person with a fourth grade understand- 
ing should know that "If there be no sewer on the street" means 
you must have a septic tank or cesspool, in which case only the 
law gives you permission to run roof water to the street gutter. 


You can see from this data which can be easily verified, that 


the Supreme Court cannot substantiate its opinion, but substan- 
tiate or no substantiation, the opinion Li the law o' the land. 


The Constitution of Pennsylvania declares In Article 1, Sec- 


tion 12: 


"No power of suspending law shall be exercised unless by the 


legislature, or by its authority." 
That and several other clauses 


of the Constitution prohibits the courts from rendering Its opin- 
ion in the form It did. 


In my opinion, the whole essence of self-government is in- 


vaded when any court can declare. "This law does not apply". 
In my more than 60 years this is the first time I ever read o'. a. 
law passed by the legislature and signed by the governor set aside 
in this form. Sometimes yet, more so 25 years ago. advertisements 
for help often ended with the words, "No Irish Need Apply/' This 
was final, so as this opinion is final, you had better let Mr. Miller 
do whatever he wajits to do. 


Our manhood is at a low ebb when we allow a falsehood to 


remain on our statute books as the law of the land. 


I '.vas convicted of violating the Plumbing Code. To secure 


chis conviction the city used three witnesses who never were In 
the building-. The City Solicitor lied, the Lawrence County Court 
fabricated, and the Supreme Court uttered a statement It cannot 
substantiate. 


Upon first hearing the Supreme Court decision z. severe illness 


prevented me from getting out of New Castle at once, but I did 
so as soon as I was able. I believe in God. I was raised a Presby- 
terian, and I thank Kim that I was able to get ou:. 


Now supposing: In 1909 when this law was made applicable 


to New Castle, if our Mayor and City Council had been honest, 
law abiding citizens and straight thinkers, they would have pro- 
ceeded to put this law into effect at once, with the result that they 
would have had to expend Forty Thousand Dollars or so each 
year for the following six or eight-years on .sewers. As our com- 
bined City and School Taxes for 1910 were only 13 1-2 mills on an 
assessment of about 40 per cent of-real value, it would net have 
been very burdensome. The results would have been a saving of 
thousands of dollars on account cf keeping up- streets that were 
washed away because we tried to make sewers out of our streets; 
and we would always have been able to get from curb to curb 
during a shower of rain without a pair of gum boots. 


Now I hear you are going; to vote on a Bond Issue of Two 


Hundred Thousand Dollars for sewers. Two Hundred Thousand 
Dollars will only be a. starter. It will cost you S2.000.000 to get 
what you would have for one-third of tha: sum 15 years ago. 
H£0. 


Ah well, history does not show that the widow who cave her 


two mites, "all her living-", was aware that the Temple needed 
cleaning out, or had been cleaned out since she had rr.ade her 
previous contribution.
